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ACRES OF FIRE. 


St. Louis Suffers From an Extensive Confla- 
gration. 

51. Louis, July 18,—A fire which proved to 
be the largest and most destructive of its kind 
that ever visited this city was discovered about 
two o'clock this afternoon, in the lumber yards 
of Kuapp, Stout & Co., corner of Angelica street 
and Bremen avenue. The alarm was immedi- 
ately turned in, and two engines were soon at 


the scene. They were, however, owing 
to the poor water supply, unable to 
cope with the flames, which were 
Criven by a strong wind, and soon communi- 


cated to the nearest lumber pile, and were 
making rapid headway around the union 
stock yards, the destruction of which seemed 
inevitable. The wind soon shifted, however, 
and they were saved, but the lumber yards 
were Goomed. In the meantime more alarms 
bad been sent in, and twenty 
engines were called out. The 
water suppiy was entirely insufficient for the 
Cmergeucy, and the flames leaped from pile 
to pile of ‘dry lamber with incredible swift- 
ness. ‘T’he fire was not confined to any one 
portion of the yards, for the sparks and burn- 


‘ng splinters were blown in every direction, 
apd the whole territory of the yards, cover- 
ing thirty-five acres, was one mass of 
bkezing lumber.

KENTUCKY TRAGEDY. 


A Sharp Fusilade Opened Up Just for Faa 
—The Result. 

LoviIsvILLE, July 18-—Jack Moore, who 
was sbot. Friday in a street fight at Mt. Ver- 
non, Ky., died yesterday morning, and his 
trotbher, Tom, cannot live another day. The 
particulars of the terrible affair are aboutas 
tollows: Judge G. Ww.

Jack Moore and McClure were 
separated. The Moore boys then armed them- 
selves with guns, and were walking down the 
street, when they met Carter. Jack fired at 
Carter, but missed, and Carter shot him down 


with a load of buckshot. Tom’s shot 
also missed, and he, in turn, fell 
by his brother, pierced with six balls. Mce-

A HORRIBLE STABBING AFFRAY, 


A Missouri Picnic Disturbed by a Bloody 
Knife. 

St. Lovis, July 18,--A despatch from Car- 
bondale, Ill., says: A most horrible stabbing 
affray occurred at the Grand tower late yes- 
terday afternoon ata picnic held a few miles 
south of that place. During the day Henry 
Brown, Thomas Heckam, Mat Ihodes and 
Kobt. Knox had quarreled several times, bat 
were separated each time before serious 
consequences resulted. Nothing was 
thought of the matter until after the 
crowd had been broken up, when George Alli- 
son, a farmer, passed by the place and found 
Brown, Knox and Rhodes lying within a few 
feet of each other, mortally wounded. Brown 
lived but a few minutes. His throat was cut 
and he bore, besides several ugly gashes in 
different parts of his body. No one witnessed 
the affray, but itissupposed the quarrel be- 
tween the men was renewed after the picnic, 
and resulted as stated above. Heckam is at 
large and no trace of him can be found. 


The Gang Plank Goes Down. 

Rockaway Beacu, L. I,, July 18.—Whilea 
large crowd of excursionists from New York 
were landing here today from the steamer 
Columbia, the string piece of the dock gave 
way, and the gang plank, with between thirty 
and forty persons on it,was precipitated into 
the bay. Several men immediately jumped 
into the water, and by the most heroic exer- 
tions saved the lives of all. 


Blown Up by Dynamiie. 


WHEELING, W. Va., July 18.--At an early 
hour this morning Benze Ramage, a merchaat 
at Union Coal works, 11 miles down the river 
on the Ohio side, was killed and his store 
blown to atoms by dynamite deposited be- 
neath it, Henry Campbell, a former partner 
of Ramage, was arrested on suspicion of caus- 
ing the explosiop. Ramage was burned and 
mangled almost beyond recognition. 


Drowned While Rowing in a Race. 
AKRON, O., July 15.—At a Suffday school 
picnic today of the German Reform church of 
this city, Bernard Juselland Martin Benker 
were drowned while rowing a boat race inthe 
presence of many friends and their families.

Onemorning last week I boarded a 
Wabash avenuecable car and had scarcely 
taken aseat when a girl about eighteen or 
twenty years of age goton. She was a nice 
enough looking girl (Chicago women are sel- 
dom pretty), with good complexion and tri? 
figure. She sat down and no one paid any 
attention to her, until all at once she began 
whistling like a blackbird or a bootblack, 
She treated the astonished and amused pas- 
sengers to selections from the Mikado “Black 
Hussar” and ‘‘Nanon,” and when I left the 
car tbe was just starting in on “Hear Me, 
Nerma.’”’ Now I have often seen and longed to 
throttle the male street car whistler, but this 
was my first experience with the female of that 
idk, and from the looks of mingled consterna- 
tion and amusement on the faces of 
the other passengers, I judge she was new to 
all of us.

Speaking of street cars, 1 have never seen 
them so sparsely patronized by what Mr. 
ale” cles Arnold designates as the “upper mid- 

e”’ class as they are in this city. This is 
owing to the fact that every one thatcan pos- 
sibly keep their own conveyance does 59, and: 
usesit constantly. The miles of beautiful 
boulevards and drives here making it an object 
for people to put money into horse flesh and 
vehicles. Probably in no city in the country 
is it e0 rare a sight to see an elegantly dressed 
lady in the street cars, and this 1s “ue, no 
doubt, the want of gallantry on the part of the 
men in the cars, it being tho rarest thing in 
the world to see a man rise and offer his seat 
to a lady. The ladies one meets in the 
cars are mostly working women or the wives 
of poor men, and although these are surely 
the very ones that should be offered the cour- 
tesy, being much more likely to be tired, and 
under the necessity of husbanding their 
strength, they are the least likely to get it 
offered them in Chicago. Many men keep 
their seats that otherwise would not do so 
thinking by this means they will ultimately 
force the car companies to furnish cars enough 
so that every p pger can have a seat, the 
subject of “no seat no fare’ baving been con- 
siderably agitated here lately—thus far with- 
out any practical results. 

CHICAGO AS A SUMMER RESORT. 

The people here are very fond of boasting of 
the attractionsof the place as a summer resort, 
and I think their claim is a just one in mauy 
respects. Certainly no large city in the union, 
with the exception of New York and possibly 
Boston, has so many visitors during the sum- 
mer months. 

The city being a largé one and hotels that 
run the years round so pientiful, visitors are 
likely to be much more comfortably lodged 
avd better fed than at most of the regular 
summer resorts where the hotel keepers are 
forced to make the most of the three or four 
months of hot weather, and besides it costs not 
much more than half to be well taken care of 
here than it does at those crowded and often 
very hot places where so many thousands of 
people go every summer in search of pleasure, 
health and rest. The lake, while not always 


a thing of beauty and a joy, 
is a very important factor in the 
city’s attractiveness, is certainly the 


prime cause of the general coolness of the at- 
mosphere, there being a fine breeze blowing 
from it almost continually. Besides this it 
offers opportunities for boating and yachting 
although there is very little of the latter done 
here of late years. Formerly the city had a 
yacht club and considerable attention was 
given to getting up regattas, but nothing Is 
done in that line now. The large room facing 
the Jake on Michigan avenue, formerly occa: 
pied asa club room by the yachtsmen, is now 
given over to aclub of bicycle riders, and 
while there are a few yachts owned and sailed 
by lovers of that sort of sport, one hears noth- 
ing about them and very little interest 1s man- 
ifested in them. ; 

There are about fifteen or sixteen theaters 
«pen and doing a good business all summer, 
the cool nights making it possible to enjoy 4 
performance, even if itis summer, The “Ja- 
panese Village” is at the Columbia, Kellar, 
the magician, at the Madison street theater, 
“Evangeline” at Hooley's, a play called ‘Myr- 
‘le Ferns” at the People’s, “Ermine” at the 
new and gorgeous Casino on the north side, 
and A. M. Palmer’s Madison Square company 
ig filling a six weeks’ engagement at McVick- 
ers with all the Jate plays produced by them 
in New York. This engagement has been 
wonderfully euceeesful, and by the way, 
1 hear that Manager McVickers is 
about to organize a stock company to play at 
bis theater for the few weeks that intervene 
between the close of the Palmer engagement 
and the regular opening of the theater in the 
fall. , Theodore Thomas, with his orchestra, 
commenced an engagement Monday night ot 
the exposition building, which, as I under:

GLADSTONE WILL RESIGN 


And Conduct an Uncompromising Opposi- 
tion. 


Lonpon, July 18.--At an informal meeting 
of the cabinet on Saturday, Mr. Gladstono 
spoke in favorof immediate resignation, and 
was supported by Earl Spencer and Mr. Mor- 
ley. Sir Wm. Harcourt, Mr. Childers, Mr. 
Campbell Bannerman and Sir Farrar Hersch- 
eil were in favor of challenging a vote of the 
house of commons on a moticn affirming the 
principle of home rule for Ireland. Subse- 
quently, at a dinner, Gladstone stated that he 
had inflexibly decided to resign and conduct 
an uncompromising opposition. In this de- 
cision Sir Wm. Harcourt and Mr, Childers 
tben concurred. 

Lord Hartington and Sir Henry James have 
definite) y declined to join acoalition ministry. 
Lord Salisbury’s offer to make the duke of 
Argyll premier was contingent upon Lord Har- 
tington’s joining the coalition, and, of course, 
is now withdrawn. The duke of Argyll will 
probably be made viceroy of Ireland, with Mr, 
Stanhope as chief secretary. 

PARIS, July 18.—Le Paris publishes an inter- 
view between one of its correspondents and 
Mr. Gladstone, in which the latter is reported 
as saying: ‘The liberals who follow me and 
the Jrish members constitute a compact mi- 
nority, whose wishes it is all the less possible 
to disregard, because among the victors are 
some who, perhaps, age indisposed, it 
is believed, to enter the path of thor- 
eugh reform for Ireland. If I listened 
_ to the warning of age, I would retire from 
public life, but I would be committing a 
guilty action in abandoning the field after 
raising to much ire, and inspiring so many 
hopes, if I did not seek to appease one and 
, satisty the other. I have worked all my life 
to deliver the suffering people, and I mean to 
die as I have lived.” 


RIOTS IN IRELAND. 


dadge Quinn Delivers a Message from 
America. 

Dur in, July 18.—There was a nationalist 
demonstration at Monagan yesterday, after 
the result of the poll had been declared. Judge 
(uiny, of New York, in a speech, said that 
before he left America several puritan de- 
scendants assured him of their sympathy with 
the Jrish cause, and asked him to 
bear a message promising America’s 
assistance with money and voice as long as the 
Irish kept within constitutional limits in their 


'yatruggle for home rule. 


, ‘The trial of the Belfast rioters was ad- 
journed yesterday, on the ground that the 
crown’s witnesses were reluctant to testify, 
fearing their houses would be wrecked. 

There were serious election riots in Tir- 
coyne yesterday. Several persons were in- 
jured, and a large number arrested. Addi- 
tional police are being drafted. 

An explosion occtrred today in an unused 
house near the residence of Mr. Crawford, of 
Lakelands, two miles outside of Cork. Two 
bodies have been recovered from the debris. 
and Bidentified as those of a carpenter named 
Long. and a laborer named Bryan. The latter 
was in the employ of Crawford.

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SENATE SUCCESSION. _ 


TWENTY SENATORS’ TERMS 
PIRG NEXT MARCH.

Who Have Peon Re- Elected and Those Who’ Think 
They Will Succeed Themscives—A Bitter 
Wer Ageiust Senator VWair in 
Neveda—Hearst’s Hopes, Btc. 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—(Special,.]|—There 
is a good deal of interest felt here in the ap- 
proaching elections of legislatures in the 
twenty different states, whose senators are to 
close their present terms of service with the 
next session of congress. The terms of twen- 
ty-five senators expire on the 4th of March 
next, but five of the states have already 
elected successors tathe men whose terms ex- 
pire at that date, General Sherman, as every- 
body knows, is to succeed himself, having 
been re-elected by the Ohio legislature last 
winter. Senstor Gorman, whose term 
expires on March 4, 1887, has also been 
re-elected, Senator Mahone’s successor, as 


everybody knows, -has been elected, 
and will go from the houre ‘where 
he now sits, to the senate on the 


fourth of March next. Senator George 
has also been re-elected, so has Senator Ald- 
rich, of Rhode Island. The twenty senators, 
whose terms expire at the close of the present 


congress, are: Edmunds, of Vermont; Hawley, - 


of Connecticut; Camden, of West Virginia; 
Gray, of Delaware; Jones, of Florida’ Sawyer, 
of Wisconsin; Harrison, of Indiana; Hale, of 
Missouri; Dawes, of Massachusetts; Conger, of 


Michigan; McMillan, of Mianesota; 
Cockrell, of Missouri: Van Wyck, 
of Nebraska; Sewell, of New Jersey: 


Miller, of New York; Mitchell, of Pennsyl- 


vania; Maxey, of Texas; Fair, of Nevada, 
W hitthorne, of Tennessee, and 
Hearst, of California. were ted to 


fill vacancies, and will probably serve under 
those appointments only during this term on 
congress, but the term of service to which 
their predecessors were elected, expiring in 
each case on March 4th, 1887, so that their 
successor for the six years’ term are tobe 
elected during the coming winter. 

The centest for election of senators to fill 
those places is already pretty well developed 
in a good many etates, and the interest felt 
here in the selection of the legislatures, which 
willname the successors to these men, is 
strongly marked. Let us run over the list. 

In Indiana the chances, of course, are that 
Senator Harrison will have to give way to a 
democrat. 
whelmingly democratic that only the most 
enthusiastic republicans have any particular 
ex pectaiious of seeing Senator Harrison in his 
seat after the close of this congress, Should it 
by any chance happen that the republicans 
cerry the legislature, Harrison will probably 
have little trouble in re-election. If the dem- 
ocrats control the legislature the chances seem 
to be that McDonald will come back to the 
senate. Since the death of Vice-President 
Hendricks, Mr, McDonald has things pretty 
much his own way in Indiana politics, and 
if he wants to come to the senate he will un- 
doubtedly be abletodoso. It has been stated 
in a se1mai-suthoritative way within the past 
few days that be has no ambition in the way 
of a cabinet place, because his law practice is 
now worth fifty thousand dollars a year to 
him and he can’t afford to give it up fora 
cabinet position. Whether he would be will- 
ing to subordinate his business to a senatorial 
piace is not stated, but it is probable that he 
would. It isnot impossible that Mr. Holman, 
in case the legislature is democratic, may con- 
test the ground with him. That gentleman is 
of opinion that some lessons of economy and 
parliamentary practice which he could con- 
fer upon the senate might be advantageous to 
that bedy. Incase Mr. McDonald should de- 
cline an election it is quite probable that Hol- 
man would succeed Harrison. 

Senator Hawley will probably be his own 
successor. It is understood that he is quite 
willing to serve the country another six years. 
He has had serious troubles, however, with 
the labor element in his state, and it is not at 
all certain that he can be re-elected without 
pretty lively opposition, but in ease the 
legislature should be of his political complex- 
ion, the chances are that he will be re-elected. 
These labor rebellions do not often count for 
very much in struggles with experienced 
politicians such as Hawley. 

Senator Camden, of West Virginia, is going 
to have a good deal of opposition. Ex-Senator 
Davis is suspected of having a desire to return 
tothe senate. Congreseman Wilson, of that 
state, is credited with senatorial aspirations; 
aud so is the present governor, Wilson. There 
is Still another candidate—a prominent politi- 
cian of the state—Colonel Jackson. The West 
Virginia legislature bad but a smail demo- 
cratic majority in his last term, and the repub- 
licans are by no means hopeless of securing a 
republican majority this time. In case this 
shculd happen, it is probable that Congressman 
Goll, who was secretary of the navy under 
Hayes for ashort time,and who has carried 
the banner in one or two gubernatorial con- 
tests in that state for the republicans, will 
probably be elected. 

The unexpired term Sf Senator Bayard, 
which is now being filedoutby Mr. Gray, of 
Delaware, expires March 4th of next year. 
There has been some little talk that Senator 
Bayard was tired of his cabinet place, and 
would like to come back to the senate. Of 
course, if he wants to, he can ao so, but the 
chances seem to that he will remain where he 
is until the close of President Cleveland’s 
term, andthat Mr, Gray will be re-eleeted to 
the senate. He is just getting fairly into the 
harness and proving himself a worthy repre- 
sentative of the state: and if Mr. Bayard de- 
sires it, Mr. Gray will probably continue in 
tLe seat. 

The term of Senator Jones, of Florida, ends 
with this congress. It practically ended a 
year ago a8 far as Jones was concerned, except 
es to salary, for although he hasnot been near 
his scat this session, he goeson drawing his 
salary with promptness and regularity. There 
esse a number of aspirantsfor his seat, for of 
course nobody expects that he will be re-electd 
from Florida, at least. He is credited with 
baving an ambition of coming to the senate 
again, but from some other state. It is under- 
stood thatex-Governor Bloxham, of Florida, bas 
an ambition in that line. He is a man of consid- 
erable ability,ofextremely pleasing presence, 
and would be a credit to the state. Governor 
Periy, the present incumbent of the guberna- 
toiial chair, is also mentioned in this connec- 
tion. He is a younger man than Bloxham, 
viry bright, and is proving one of the best 
gubernatorial officials that Florida has had. 
It would not be at all egurprising to see him 
succeed Jones. 

Mr. Davidson, who has been a decade the 
representative of the southern district of 
Fjorida; in the house, is also spoken of as a 
pessible, amd perbaps probable, candid

BRYANT STRICKLAND SHOT DBAD 
AT CARTERSVILLE, 


Assistact Town Marshal: William Puckett His Slayer 
~ Strickland Threatens and Shoote,and Puck- 
ett Defends Himself — Tobe Jackson's 
Hand A; pears—The Details, Bte. 


CARTERSVILLE, Ga. July 18.—[Special.}— 
This morning at 10 o'clock, while attempting 
to shoot William Puckett, Bryant Strickland 
was himeelf shot and almost instantly killed. 

Strickland wasa young man about thirty 
years old. He formerly lived at Rome, where, 
about four years ago, he struck Major Sam 
Morgan, a prominent cotton mercilant, on the 
head with a piece of scantiing, causing him te 
become insane. Subsequently, Strickland 
spent most of his time here with his father 
and brothers. He was unmarried. 

Puckett is also aboutthirty years old, He 
is the night marshal of the town. He is mar- 
ricd and has two children. 

The account of the killing given by the 
spectators, and that given by the participants 
init, differ. Concerning the circumstances 
leading up to it, however, 

ALL ARE AGREED. 

Last right Strickland was drinking. He was 
net drunk, but he was sufficiently under the 
influence of Haquor to be quarrelsome. While 
in this condition, he went to the sleeping- 
room of Colonel A. 8. Johnson, who is a well- 
known lawyer, and attempted to force an en- 
trance. Colone! Johnson informed Strickland 
that be was bathing and that he did not want 
himintheroom. Strickland refused to lcave. 
Finding that be could not gain entrance in 
uly viLe: way, he kicked the dver opeu, and, 
approaching Colonel Johnson, began playfully 
toslap him. Colonel Johnson insisted upon 
Stiicklang’s leaving the room. He refused, 
and used language which angered Coionel 
Jebnson. The result was a difficulty which 
brought Puckett to the scene. He told Strick- 
land thet he must keep the peace and leave 
the room. Strickland refused to obey, and, in 
foreang him out, Puckett found it necessary 

TO USE HIS CLUB. 

When Puckett and Strickland got out upon 
the street, the latter apparently regretted his 
conduct and begged not to be taken to the 
guardhouse. Puckett agreed not to take him 
there if be would promise to go home, 

“All right,’ said Strickland, “I will go if 
you will go with me.” 

‘I will go part of the way,” Packett replied, 
and the t¥o men walked off, apparently at 
peace with each other. 

When they separated, Strickland sought 
friends and told them that he intended to kill 
Puckett on sight. Puckett heard of the 
threat, butclaims that it gave him but little 
concern, as he thought Strickland would 
change his mind when he became sober. 

Early this morning Strickland appeared on 
the streets still under the influexce of liquor. 
He repeatedly announced that he was 

LOOKING FOR PUCKETT, 
and that he intended to kill him on sight. 
Among those to whom he made this threat 
were Messrs. Ben Akermanand Jim Fields. 
While talking with them in front of the bank 
block, a row of brick buildings facing the de- 

t, he drew from his pocket a pair of brass 

nucks, and said: 

“TL paralyze him with these, and, if they 
don’t do the business, I have a 38 calibre pis- 
tol that will.” 

At 9:30 o’ciock Strickland heard that Pack- 
ett was over near the county courthouse, 
which is on the right side of the railroad go- 
ing north, and almost opposite the bank 
block. Hecailed asmall negro boy to him 
and said : 

“Go over and tell Bill Packett to come over 
here; I want to kill kim.” 

The boy delivered the message and returned 
to Strickland. 

Packett had been informed that Strickland 

HAD AGAIN THREATENED HIM, 

and had consulted with his brother, Jim 
Puckett, and his cousin, Tobe Jack- 
son, the alleged dynamiter. Both 
these men were present when 
the boy delivered Strickland’s me sage, and 
— were armed with pistols. Puckett said to 
them: 

“Before taking any notice of Strickland’s 
message, I’m going to consult Alderman 
Hué gins.” 

Suiiing the action to the word, he songht 
Mr. A. Rk. Hudgins, a member of the board of 
aldermen, informed him of Strickland’s 
threats and message, and asked his advice. 

“Come along with me,” Mr, Hudgins said, 
“We'll go and see Strickland. Ithink I can 
settle this matter without trouble.” 

Previous to crossing the railroad to the 
bank block, Puckett deputized his brother, 
and Mr, Hudgins deputized Tobe Jackson to 
assist in quelling trouble, should any arise. 

In the meantime, Strickland, and Messrs, 
Akerman and Fields,and Mr. Robert Kirk- 
patrick, who had joined them, 

STARTED DOWN THE PAVEMENT 
in a direction opposite that from which Mr, 
Hudgins, the two Pucketts, and Tobe Jack- 
s0n were approaching. The negro boy, see- 
ing Mr. Hudgins and Packett waiking toward 
the postoflice, which is at the upperend of 
the bank block, shouted to Strickland: 

“Here comes Mr. Packett, now!” 

Strickland wheeled around, drew his pistol, 
and, leaving his companions, walked up to 
the Planters and Merchants’ bank, which is 
near the center of the block. Stopping near 
a small sycamore tree, about fifty feet from 
Puckett, he shouted to him: 

“Step out from the crowd, damn you, for 
I’ve got you now!” 

He then fired two shots in rapid succession, 
causing the crowd about the postoffice to 
eeek safety in flightin much less time than 
it takes totell it. Packett drew his pistol, 
after Strickland’s fit two shots, and return- 
ed the fire, at the same time walking toward 
his antagonist. Jim Packett and Tobe 
ga whohad stopped near the depot, 
also 

WALKED TOWARD STRICKLAND. 

The shooting continued until the two Pack- 
etts and Tobe Jackson were right upon Strick- 
land, Then it suddenly ceased, and Strick- 
land, who had gotten behind the Sycamore 
tree, staggered back and sank down upon the 
pavement, uttering the single exclamation, 
“oh!” ‘Those that had sought safety in flight 
hastily colleéted about him when the shoot- 
ing ceased, and some of them took him up and 
carried him into a restaurant kept by Pomp 
Johnson, colored. Strickland died within ten 
minutes. The two Pucketts and Tobe Jackson 
were uninjured. Mr.W. H. Howard, who 
was standing in the doorway of the bank, re- 
ceived a slight wound in the right thigh, pre- 
sumably from Puckett’s pistol. 

When Strickland fell, both he and Packett 
had emptied their pistols. The latter threw 
out the shells and reloaded one barrel. Some- 
body exclaimed: “Don’t shoot any more!” 
Puckett explained afterwards that he reloaded 
because 

HE FEARED AN ATTACK 
from Strickland’s two brothers, both of whom 
were at the post office when the shooting be- 


gan. 

Deputy Sheriff T. O. Roberts arrested Pack- 
ett, who offered no resistance, and lodged him 
in jail. Very soqn after, Jim Puckett and 
Tobe Jackson surrendered themselves, and 
were aleo lodged in jail. Their pistols had 
mw yeteriously disappeared. 

When Strickland’s father was informed of 
the shooting, he started to the scene; but, on 
the way, he became faint, and was carried 
back home in a carriage. Strickland’s two 
brothers had his body removed to their fath- 
er’s house, where a terrible scene of grief was 
enacted. 

The shooting caused great excitement 
throughout the town, and seriously interfered 

. with the services at the churches, 

There ere several things connected with 
this unfortunate tragedy that cause it to be of 
unusiial interest. Primarily, 

TORE JACKSON'S HAND 
appears init. Itis unnecessary to tell Taz 
CONSTITUTION’s readers who Tobe Jackson is. 
There sre some here who declare that when 
Strickiand fired his first twoshots at Packet, 
both Jim Pocket and Tobe Jackson fired 
ppon the former, Exclusive of the five shots 


fired by Strickland, all of which are account- 


ed for, nine bullet holes in trees and buildings 
remain to be accounted for. It is claimed by 
rome of the spectators that Puckett fired five 
shots and Jim Puckett and Tobe Jackson 
four. One man declares that it was a bullet 
from Tobe Jackson’s pistol that killed Strick- 
land. Public sentiment justifies Packet, but 
it does not justify Jim Puckett and Tobe 
Jackson. It is opvely avers that evidence 
will be forthcoming before the coronet's jury 
that will cause both of the latter serious 
trouble. 

ANOTHER INTERESTING PERATURE 
of the tragedy is, that several of the spectators 
Ceclare that when the shooting was in progress 
Mr. Hudgins par toe fv said to Puckett; 

“Kill the scoundrel, kill him !’ 

Still another is that whisky was at the bot- 
‘tom of the tragedy. Bartow is a prohibition 
county, ond yet Strickland obtained whisky 
and drank it, Some of the prohibitioniste 
declare that the fact inclines them to favor a 


general iron clad prohibition law for the 


entire state, so that whisky cannot be 
brought from a “wet” county into one that is 
“dry.” There is no doubt but that the trag- 


edy has given whisky in this county a blacker - 


eye than it ever had before. Both prohibition- 
ists and snti-probhibitionists unite in this 
opinion—that is, alweys excepting Tobe Jack- 
con.

THE PUCKETTS AND TOBE JACKSON, 

William Puckett expressed great regret on 
account of his share in the killing. 

“TI did it in selfdefense,” he said,“‘but I wish 
that it had not been necessary. fired five 
shots. It was the last one that killed Strick- 
land. I eawit doits work.” 

The reporter asked Jim Puckett if he hada 

- pistol when he started with his brother to 
meet Strickland. 

“Yes,” he replied, “I had a pistol.” 

“Did you fire at Strickland?” 

“No, I did not.” 

When the reporter spoke to Tobe Jackson, 
he said: 

“If you represent Tur CoNSsTITUTION, I 
don’t want to talk. You fellows owe me a hat 
for the material I have already furnished 


” 


“Well, but how about your share in the kill- 
ing—did you havea pistol?’ 

‘*Yes.”’ 

“Did you use it?’ 

ve As 

‘But it is said by scme that you did.” 

“I can’t help what they say; I didn’t do any 
euch thing.” 

THE CORONER’S JURY 

was organized late this afternoon at the court 
house, and then proceeded to the house of 
Strickland’s father. A post mortem examina- 
tion of the body was made, disclosing the fact 
that the fatal bullet entered the left side. from 
the front, and passed through the heart, 
Without further action, the jury then adjourn- 
ed until next Friday. This was done to al- 
low both sides to pyepare for the inquest. 

Strickland’s remains will be taken to Law- 
renceville to-morrow, for interment. They 
will leave here at 12:30 o’clock, p. m. 

]t is not yet known whether or not the two 
Pucketts and Lobe Jackson will seek to be re- 
leased from jail on bond, but it is presumed 
that they wil! not unless the coroner’s jury 
finds a verdict against them. In the mean- 
time they are cheerfal, and are confident that 
the jury will order their release. A. 1. B,

and insignificance, In oriental countries 
none but the poorest people buy 
the sparrow and eat it—so very 
little meat is there on the bones, and so very 
r is it, what there is of it. The comforta- 
le population would pot think cf touching 
itary mere than you would think of eating 
abatora lamprel. Now, says Jesus, if God 
takes such good care of a poor bird that is not 
worth acent, won't he care for you, an im- 
2] ai? 
Owe associate God with revolutions. We can 
gee a divine purpose in the discovery of Amer- 
ica, in the invention of the art of printing, in 
the exposure of ‘the gunpowder plot, in the 
contrivance of the needle-gun, in the ruin of 
an Austrian or Napoleonic despotism; but how 
hard it is to see God in the minute 
persor al affairs of our lives! We 
think of God as making a record of 
the stersy host, but cannot realize the Bible 
truth jhet he knows how many hairs are oa 
cur head. It seemsa grand thing that God 
rovided food for bundreds of thousands of 
Feznelites in the desert, but we cannot appre- 
ciate the truth that, when a sparrow is hun- 
gry, Ged stoops down and opens its mouth and 
putsthe xedin. We are strack with the idea 
that God fills the universe with his presence, 


but cannot understand how He 
encamps in the crystal palace of a dew- 
drop, or inds room tostand without beiog 


crowded between the ajabastar pillars of a poad 
lily. We can see God io the clouds. Can we 
eee God iu these flowers at our feet? We are 
apt to place God on some great stage, or to try 
to do it: expecting Himthere toact out His 
stupendous projects; but we forgetthat the 
life of a Cromwell, an Alexander ora Wash- 


ington, or an archangel, is not moro 
under divine inspection than your 
life or mine, Pompey thought 


there must 2 @ mist over the eyes of 
God because Heso much favored Cwsar. But 
thereis no such mist. He sees everything. 

We say Goa’s path is in the great waters. True 
enough’ Lut no more certainly than he «isin 
the water in the glasson the table. Woe say 
God guides the stars in their courses. Magnifi- 
ecenttruth’ bujtno more certain truth than 
that He decides which road or street you shall 
fske in coming tochurch. Understand that 
God docs not sit upon an indifferent or unsym- 
pathetic throne, but that He sits down beside 
you today, and stands beside metoday, and 
no aillair of our livesis so insignificant but 
that it.is of importance to God. 

In the first place: God chooses for us our 
occupation. Lam amazed tosee how many 
people there are dissatisfied with the work 
they have to do. I think 
three fourths wish they were in 
some other occupation, and they spend a great 
deal of time in regretting that they got in the 
wrong trade or profession. I want to tell you 
that God put into operation all the influences 
which led you to that particular choice. Many 
of you are notin the business that you ex- 
pected tobe in. You started for the ministry 


-gnd learned merchandise; you started 


for the law and you are 
a physician; you preferred agriculture and 
you became a mechanic. You thought one 
way; God thought another. But you ought 
nottosit down and motrn over the past. 
You are to remember that God—a beneficent 
God, a kind God,a loving God--arranged all 
these circumstances by which you were niade 
what you are. 

Hugh Miller says: “I will be a stone ma- 
son; God says: “You will be a geologist.”’ 
David goes out to tend his father's sheep; God 
calls him to govern a nation. Saul goes out to 
hunt his father’s asses, and before he gets back 
finds the crown of uNghty dominion. How 
much happier would we be if we were content 
with the places God gave us! God saw your 
femperament, and all the circumstances by 
which you were surrounded, and I believe 
nine-tenths of you are in the work you are best 
fitted for. 

I] bear a great racket in my watch, and I find 
that the hands, and the wheels, and the springs 
are getting out of their places. 

I send ‘it down to the jewelers and say: 
“Overbau! that watch, and teach the wheels, 
and the spring,andthe hands to mind their 
Own business.”’ 

You know a man having a large estate. He 


pethers his working hands in the morning, 


#nd says to one: ‘You go and trim that vine:” 
lo another: “You go and weed those flowers:’’ 
io another: “You plough that tough glebe;” 
and each one goes to his particular work. The 
Owner of ‘he estate points the man to what he 
kuows be can do best,and so it is with the 
Jord. He calls usupand pointe us to that 
field for which we are best fitted So that the 
lesson for today, coming from this subject, is: 
mtay checrfully where God puts you.”’ 

remark further: That God has arranged 
the place of our dwelling. What particular 
city or town, street or house you shall live in, 
Feems to bea mere matter of accident. You 
£° Out to bunt for a house, and you happen to 
Pass up a certain street, and happen to see a 
eign, and you select that house. Was it all 
happening 80? O, no! God guided 
you in every step. He foresaw the 
future. He knew all your cire * mstances, and 

€ selected just that one house as better for 
you than any one of the ten thousand habita- 
tions in the city, Our house, however hum- 
ble the roof and however lowly the portals, is 
a5 near God’s heart as an Alhambraora Krem- 
jin. Prove it, yousay: Proverb3 ili, 33: “He 
blesseth the habitation of the just.” 

I remark further, that God arranges all our 
friendshins. You were driven to the wall. 
You found a man just at that crisis who sym- 
path ized with you and heiped you. You say: 

How ivecky I was!” There was no luck 
about it. God sent that friend just as 
Ceriain as he sent the angel to strengthen 
{ brist Your domestic friends, your 
business frien3s, your Christian friends.

It isthe first mertgaze that 
is a good investment, I have to tell you that 


every Christian man has a first mortgage 
on every trial, and on every di: 


aster, and it must make a payment of eternal 


vantage to his soul. How many worriments 


it would take out of your heart if you believ- 
ed that fully. You buy goods and hope the 
price will goup, but you are ina fret and a 
frown for fear the price will godowa. You 
do not buy the goods using your best discre- 
tion in the matter, and then say: “O Lord! I 
have done the best I could; I commit this 
whole transaction into thy hands.” That is 


what religion is good for, or it is good for 
nothing. 


There are two things, says an old proverb, 
you ought not to fret about: First, things that 
you can help; and second, things which you 
cannot help. If you can help them, why do 
you not apply the remedy? If you cannot 
help them, you might as well surrender first 


48 last. My dear brethren, do not sit any 


lopger moping about your ledger. Do not sit 


looking so desponding upon your stock of 


unsaleable goods. Do you think that 
God is going to allow you, a Christian man, to 
do business alone? God is the controlling 
paitner in every firm; and although your debt- 
ors may abscond, although your securities may 
fail, although your store may burn, God will, 
outof an infinity of results, choose for you 
the very best results. Do not have 
apy idea that ou can over- 
step the linjit that God has laid down for your 
prosperity. You will never get one inch be- 
tond it.’ God has decided how much prosperi- 
ty you can stand honorably, and employ use- 
fully, and control righteously; and at the end 
of 1886 you will have just so many dollars and 
cents, just 80 much wardrobe, just so much 
furniture, just so many bonds and mortgages, 
and nothing more. I will give yon one hua- 
dred dollars for every penny beyond that. 
God has looked over your life. He knows 
what is best for you, and He is going to bless 
you ii time, and bless you for eternity; and 
He will do it in the best way. 

Your little child says: ‘Papa, I wish you 
would let me bave that knife.” “No,” you 
fay, “itisasharp knife, and you will cut 
yourself.” Hesays: “I must have it.” “Bat 
you cannot have it,’ you reply. He gets an- 
gry and red in the face, and says he will have 
it; but you say he shall not have it. Are you 
not kind in keeping it from him? So God 
treats his children. I say: “I wish, heavenly 
Father, to get that.” God savs: ‘No, my 
child.” Isay: “I must have it.” God says: 
“You cannot haveit.”’ I get angry and say: 
‘I will have it.’’ God says: “You shall not 
bave it;” and I do not getit. Is he not kind 
and loving and the best of Fathers? Do you 
tellme there is no rule and regulation in 
these things? Tell that to the men who be- 
lieve in no God and no Bible. Tell it not to 
me. 

A man of large business concludes to go out 
of his store, leaving much of his investments 
in the business, and he says to his sons: ‘‘Now, 
Iam going to leave this business in your 
hands. Perhaps {| may come back in a little 
while, and perhaps not. While I am gone you 
will please look after § affairs.” After 
awhile the father comes back and 
finds everything at loose ends, and the whole 
business seems to be going wrong. He says: 
“I am going to take possession of this busi- 
ness—you know I never fully surrendered it; 
and henceforth consider yourselves subordi- 
nates.” Is he not right in doing it? He saves 
the business. The Lord seems to let us go on 
in life, guided by our own skill, and we make 
miserable work of it. God comes down to our 
shop or our store, and says: ‘Things are go- 
ing wrong; I come to take charge. 1 am mas- 
ter and I know what is best, and I proclaim 
my authority.” Weare merely sabordinates. 

It is like a boy at school with a long sum 
that he cannot do. He has been working at 
it for hours, making figures here and rubbing 
cut figures there, and it is all mixed up: and 
the teacher, looking over the boy’s shoulder, 
kuows that he cannot get out of it, and clean- 
ing the slate, says: “Begin Again.” Just so 
God doestous. Our affairs get into an inex- 
tricable entanglement, and He rubs every- 
thing out and says: “Begin again!” Is He 
not wise and loving in so doing? 

I think the trouble is that there is so large 
a difference between thedivine and the hu- 
man estimate asto what isenough. I have 
heard of people striving forthat which is 
enough, but I never heard of any one who had 
enough. What God calls enough for man, 
man calls too little. What man calls enough, 
God says is too much. The difference between 
a poor man and a rich man is 
only the difference in banks. The 
rich man puts his money in 
the Nassau bank, or the Park bank, or Fulton 
bank, or some other bank of that character, 
while the poor man comes up and makes his 
investments inthe bank of Him who runs all 
the quarries, all the mines, all the gold, all the 
earth, all heaven. Do you think aman can 
fuil when he is backed up like that? 

I want to bring this truth closeup tothe 
heait of those people inthis audience who 
have to calculate rigid economy, who are per- 
plexed how they will make the old garment 
bold out a little longer, with whom the great 
question is not which isthe best investment 
or the most lucrative security, but how shall I 
make the two ends meet? To such people I 
bring the condolence of this Christian truth, 

You may have seena map on which is de- 
scribed, with red ink, the travels of the child- 
ren of Israel through the desert to the Prom- 
ised Land. You see how they took this and 
that direction, crossed the river and went 
through the sea. Do you know God has made 
a mapofyour life with paths leading up to 
this bitterness and that success, through this 
river and across thatsea? But, blessed be 
God, the path always comes out at the Prom- 
ised Land. Mark that! Mark that! 

Iremark again, that all those things that 
seem to be but accidents in our life, are under 
the divine supervision. We sometimes seem 
to be going helmless and anchorless. You say: 
“If I bad some other trade; if I had not gone 
there this summer; if I bad lived in someother 
house.” You have no right to say that. Every 
tear you wept, every step you have taken 
every burden you have carried,is under di- 
vine inspection, and that event 
which startled your whole household with 
horror, God met with perfect placidity, be- 
cause He knew it was for your good. It was 
part of a great plan projected long ago. In 
eternity when pe come to reckon up your 
mercies, you wil int to that affliction as one 
of your greatest blessings. God hasa —- 
way with us. Joseph found his way to the 
prime minister's chair by being pushed into a 
pit, and to many a Christian down isup. The 
wheat must be fisiled; the quarry must be 
blasted; the diamond must be ground; 
the Christian must be afflicted; and 
that single event, which you supposed stood 
entirely alone, was a connecting link between 
two great chains, one chain reaching through 
all eternity past,and the other chain reachiog 
through all eternity future, so small an event 
fastening two eternities together,

The mother does not wait until the child has 
masbed ite foot or broken its arm before she 
administers sympathy.

God does not wait for some tremendous crisis 
in our life, but comes down to us in our most 
insignificant trials and throws over us the arms 
of His mercy, 

Going up the White mountains some years 
ago, I thought of that 
speaks of God as weighing mountains in a bal- 
ance. As I looked at those great mountains I 
thought can it be possible that God can pat 
these great mountains in scales? It was an 
idea too great for me to grasp; but when I saw 
a blue-bell down by the mule’s foot, on my 
way up Mount Washington, then I understood 
the kindness and goodness of God. It is not 
so much of God in great things I can under- 
stand, but of God ia little things. 

There isa man who says: “That doctrine 
cannot be true, because things de go so very 


wrong.” I reply it isno inconsistency on the 
part of God, buta lack of understanding on 


our part. Ihearthat men are making very 


fine shawls in some factory. Igo in on the 
first floor and see only the raw materials, and 
I ask: “Are these the shawls I havc heard 


about?’ “No,” saysthe manufactarer; “go up 


to the next floor;’ and I goup,and there I 
begin to see the design. But the man says:

The 
government is rapidly paying off its in- 
debtedness, and congress cannot be induced

and no reasonable argument in favor of it 
can be advanced. The treasury can issue 
its own notes, and this will be the inevitable 
reeult.

The point that Tar ConsTiTuTIon desires 
to make.is that it would be a blow to the 
financial needs and commercial interests of 
Georgia, and of the whole south, for the 
national banks to disappear when the na-— 
tional law can no longer provide for their 
continnance. These institutions are perfect- 
ly organized and have the confidence of the 
public. Why could not the legislature of 
Georgia (for instance) provide for their re- 
organization as state banks, operating under 
safe state laws, and issuing a local currency 
so safe and sound that it would circulate 
side by side with the issue of treasary 
notes? Would such a system bea wild-cat 
system? 

It should be borne in mind that unda 
the old system, the notes of the bank of the 
State of Georgia circulated in every state of 
the union, and in the commercial centers of 
Europe, at par; and the same may be said of 
the bank of Charleston notes. What THE 
CONSTITUTION desires is that the country 
and the states, especially the states of the 
south, shall have the benefit of the experi- 
ence as well as the capital of those who are 
now mavaging the national banks; and this 
benefit can be secured if the states will pass 
wise and liberal laws permitting these man- 
agers to employ their money not only for 
their own profit, but for the benefit of every 
class in the community. 

We have discussed this matter with some 
degree of seriousness, but we cannot help 
shedding a natural smile or two over the 
ignorance and pig-headedness of the various 
one-herse editors at the north, who look 
upon everything they find in a southern 
paper as an attack, in some shape or other, 
on the integrity of national institutions. 
We smile, but, at the same time, we are 
very sorry for them. _ 


A Metropolitan State. 


The New York Star has a big scheme on 
hand.

Not Worth Powder and Lead. 


Some very able men occasionally come to 
the front in Hayti. The most famous blacks 
in modern history were natives of that coun- 
try. Ogre, L’Ouverture, Dessalines and 
Soulouque are names that will readily oc- 
cur to the reader in this connection. 

Salomon, the president who was re-elected 
a short time ago, seems to be a man of judg- 
ment and nerve. His re-election was very 
distasteful to General Bouchette, who has 
been a persistent candidate for several years. 
Bouchette, despairing of winning by fair 
means, headed a plot to assassinate his 
rival. Salomon heard of the plot and by 
proper vigilance defeated it. Bouchett’s 
life was forfeited under the law, but as no 
steps were taken to arrest him he rested se- 
cure in the belief that the president was un- 
aware of his guilt. Under this impression 
he called on the president and applied for 
an office. To his surprise and complete dis- 
comfiture Salomon replied: ‘This is a 
strange business. First, you hire men to 
assassinate me, and, having failed, you de- 
mand an office. Under the law I could have 
you shot. But you aresafe. You are not 
worth the bullet it would take to kill you. 
You may go!’’ 

The black president’s lofty contempt for 
his ignoble enemy shows a magnanimity 
that would do credit to a king. Perhaps 
Salomon is destined to be a happier L’On- 
verture, with his lines cast in more pleasant 
places.

A Brutal Outlaw. 

The meanest boycott on record occurred a 
few days agoin New York. Funeral ex- 
penses in that city have reached such an un- 
reasonable figure that poor people have 
found it difficult to bury their dead decent- 
ly. Forsome time past there has been a 
general demand for greater simplicity and 
economy, and the undertakers have found 
some of their patrons very stubborn. 

Last week an undertaker who was em- 
ployed to make the necessary arrangements 
for a burial, was unable to persuade the | 
widow to submit to bis exactions. Having 
exhausted his argumentative powers, he 
cooly unpacked the bedy from the coffin, 
laid it on a table and walked off. He then 
made it his business to institute a boycott 
egainst the dead map, and notified his 
brother undertakers to have nothing to do 
with the funeral. Fortunately the widow 
succeeded in findinga kind-hearted man 
who saw to the proper interment of the de- 
ceased, but he stood in such terror of the 
Undertakers’ association that he worked on 
the sly, and under an assumed name. With 
all his precautions, his part in the affair 
leaked out, and a boycott has been declared 
against him and those dealing with him. 

If no legal remedy existed it is not likely 
that the people of New York would long 
submit to such high-handed ontrages. Bat

Georgia is Independent. 

The New York stock exchange is trying to 
do some work for Jay Gould and the overly 
irrigated institution which he represents. 
The exchange is trying to throw out the 
‘tickers’? of the commercial telegram com- 


pany and when the movement to banish 


those tickers was met with an appli- 
cation for injanction, lawyers representing 
the exchange argued against that injunction. 
The exchange has a contract with the com- 
mercial by which the tickers of that compa- 
ny are to have equal privileges with Jay 
Gould’s company, and relying on that con- 
tract the commercial company has spent a 
million dollars building up competition for 
Gould’s monopoly and reduced the price of 
tickers from $25 per month to $10 per 
month. Yet the exchange tries to break its 
contract for the benefitof Gould. Respect- 
able newspapers have said that Georgia want- 
ed her bonds listed by this stock exchange. 
The truth is Georgia is independent of the 
concern and doesn’t care a fig whether her 
bonds are listed there or not.

YESTERDAY.

Furniture And Goods Beattered Around—The Work 
of the Firemen—Oondition of Mr. Loftie, and 
Hie Insurance—Anderson, the Wounded 
Man-—Chief Joynet's Nobic Action. 


Hundreds of peop'e yesterday visited the 
ecene of SaturJay nighi’s fire,corner Marietta 
street and Powder Springs road. 

The rcene was a weird one, and an old citi- 
ven remarked: “This looks like Atlanta after 
Sherman’s invasion.”’ The smoke sti!l rose 
from the smouldering timbers and ashes, 
a dozen or more chimneys stood like sentinels 
guarding the spot where a few hours before 
families dwelt happily; for a hundred yards 
around goods from the stores, and household 
and kitchen furniture were scattered promis- 
cuously about. Many articles had been stolen 
by loafing negroes and trifling white men dur- 
ing the progress of the fire, and yesterday it 
was found necessary to guard what was left. 


One family of negroes are occupying a house 
with half the roof and one corner burned off. 
During the fire their household goods were 
moved out, butas soon as the fire was under 
control they were moved back. Mrs. Wooten, 
THE POOR OLD WIDow, 

who wasaway from home, and whose house 
and furniture were badly damaged, returned 
yesterday. She weptlike achild when her 
eyes beheld the scene. Mr. Loftis is very ill, 
and bis friends are ministering to his wants.

Saturday night, has well nigh drove him cra- 
zy. The amount of his insurance is’ $3,000, 
instead of $2,000, as was published yesterday.

CAUSED GENERAL FEAR, 
Had the fire reached either, acres of build- 
ings would have fell victims of the fire fiend, 
Many families living as far away as two hun- 
dred yards from the buldings moved oat. 

The jine of hose laid to reach the fire was 
the longest ever put down in Atlanta, even 
in the days when the firemen were de- 
pendent entirely upon cisterns. The 
line of hose was three thous- 
and feet, and a duuble stream was played by 
p'acing a Siamese coupling to the main hose.

Tee taste Of the 
iron pipes will remain in the water for three 
or four days, but will soon disappear. 

“The bydrants are how far apart?’ asked 
the reporter of Colonel Baum last night. 

‘Ome cqnarc,”’ was the reply. 

“You think the machinery is all right?” 

“Yes, There is nothing about it that ought 
to g)ve out in the next twenty-five years.” 

“You have no fears about the supply?’ 

“Not the least. It will be sufficiant to 
furnish a city with three hundred thousand 
inhabitants with drinking water. I proved 
tome time ago to the mayor, water cemmis- 
sioners and city council, positively that the 
surface water is effectively shut off. The 
water is from the rock crevices low down, 
There is no question but that the surface 
water is entirely shut off.” 

“The water will be fresh and cool?” 

“Yes. Tho discharge is so arranged that 
the main takes direct fromthe pump. The 
water does notcome from the tank as some 
suppose. Itis forced directly to the main. 
At bight the tank is pumped fall, and shut 
off from the well. The tank farnishes water 
during the night. Thepump will not be run 
except in the day time.” 

“What will be the costof running the 
pume?’ 

“About five dollarsa day. Just tell the 
people they will have plenty of water. There 
are thirty six bydrants, equal] to so many ar- 
tesian wells. Walk upto a hydrant and get 
a drink of good water,”

Interesting Services in the Churches Yester- 
day—What the Preachers Said, 


Pending the improvements in the church 
building, the congregation of the Church of Christ, 
on Hunter street, is worshipping in the basement 
of the courthouse, The sermon yesterday was by 
Ley. C, 8, Lueas, pastor of the First Christian 
church in Augusta, He was heard by a fine aud- 
ience, who were greatly pleased with his sermon. 
His tubject was “The Function of Faith.” 
He raid there is 8 popular 
notion that faith is waning in the world. That 
skeptics hope end Christians feared this was true, 
He raid there were two great divisions inthe 
world—things and persons. In the realm of 
things, faith did not enter. There philosophy and 
rcience were supreme; andin reference to them 
we had knowledge, not faith. The same results 
yo ts flowed from the same courses, and given a 
certain set of Circumstances, and we knew with 
mathematical precision what the outcome would 
be. Buttthe other divisions of ——. intellect 
and will entered. Man had freedom of choice, and 
here an x (the unknown quantity) was intro- 
quced into the problem. Wi persons 
we might lay down our given set of circumstances 
but no one could tell what that other person would 
do under these given circumstances, Herein ia 
man’s superiority to all created th . Herein 
man’s dignity and it is this that enables him to de- 
fy God. God forces no man to accept him. He lays 
cown the rightand tells man the penalty of doing 
wrong, but man has the power to defy God and re- 
fuse the right and go down to everlasting destruc 
tion. In this realm of persons there could be no 
knowledge, Here was the domain of faith. We 
could only know what another person would do by 
what that person told us. Faith is confidencein a 
persona) sing, based on the  confidin 
nature in ourselves and the _trustworthi- 
ness of the promised. Faith is not a 
supernatural principle peewee and confined to 
religion, but the one only universal bond of per- 
sonal brotherhood and divine Fatherhood. It was 
the basis of the family, ot society, of the profes- 
tions and commercial pursuits of life,and the 
mY te of all enterprises. There are three sorts 
of faith—underfaith, faith, and overfaith. Under- 
faith wrecks trust in self, ia others and in God. 
This wasthe faith of the skeptic. Faith is can- 
tious, qneeeniee, careful and wholly reasonable 
in the limits of knowledge. Overtaith is blind 
credulity and worse in its results than under- 
faith. Itwasthis that made cranks and fanat- 
ics. Underfaith stakes nothing, overfaith risks 
all. Amnancan have too mnch faith in God, 
God’s power is limited—self-limited. He has lain 
down Certain laws to which he conforms in all 
his works. It is right to pray for rain, and God 
can send rain, but he always sends it from the 
clouds. To believe that God can send down rain 
from the sun orthe clear sky is overfaith. God 
bas lain down a certain 
which rain comes, and 
never violate that. ‘‘Faith alone’’ 
faith. God has laid down his scheme of redemp- 
tien. Repentance, faith and baptism all enter 
intoit. To leave out the others and say man is 
saved by “faith alone’ isover faith. Universalism 
is over faith blossomed out and gone to seed. 
Blind credulity that God can and will do thin 
in answer to prayer without reference to his estab- 
lisbed laws is pot faith; it is fanaticism, supersti- 
tion and sem)-heatRenism, It is dishonoring to 
God, outraging to reason, and belittling to man. 
Under faith, the belief of the skeptic, sees God's 
jaws but misses God. Over faith sees God, but 
misses his laws. Faith sees both God and his 
laws, loves one and obeys the other. 

This is but the outlineof aremarkable sermon, 
that was listened to with marked attention 
throughout. 


Atthe Charch of Our Father. 


Mr. Chaney preached on “Grace in the 
Wildernets,’’ from Jer. 31:2: “They that were left 
of the sword found grace in the wilderness”’ The 
blessing in the remnant was first considered. The 
mere fact of survival amidst the common peril and 
wreck of life, being in itselfan indication of virtue 
ardan evidence of some high calling. People 
thus delivered from the peril ofthe way, instiuct- 
ively ask themselves: ‘Why am I sparedand why 
was my friend taken” They are not content to at- 
tribute their safety and their friend’s death to one 
and the same accident. They feel, and justly, tnat 
a new injunction is laid upon them to devote their 
delivered lives to nobler ends. 

The significance of “Grace”’ was 
then discussed, and it was said to 
cover all that blessing which came into our lives, 
over and above what we might be said to have 
earned and secured for ourselves. In this view it 
was shown to cover all that most makes life worth 
living. Al) those surprises of beauty in the shift- 
ing panorama of thé earth and skies; those revela. 
tions of unseen realities that come rather from 
access of being than process of thought; the mys- 
terious love which sees and loves the Eternal in 
the human despite the unlovely, seen and tem- 
poral; the compensations of bereavement in the 
assurance of a treasure laid up in heaven: the 
more and better in our lives than we can think of 
or ask, ail this is of grace. 

Business men show some understanding of the 
word when they call the merciful three days’ ex- 
tension of a note ‘“‘days of grace.’’ Whatever is 
over and above our deserving is of grace. 

The very wildernessjto which life’s vicissitudes 
may have brought usis a means of grace. The 
wanderings of Israel were the preparation for its 
settiement. Forty yearsin the wildernessis the 
ccromon school term of men and of uations before 
ihey come to their commencement. What else is 
ibe firat two score years of a man’s life but school- 
ing and preparation ? 

And may we notjclaim—we whose memories 
£0 back twenty-five years—that the people left of 
ihesword have found a peculiar grace in the wil- 
Gerness? Ithinkso. Ithink we must be very 
blind or very prejudiced if we do not disown in 
the softened speech and kinder disposition, in tne 
truer appreciation which comes from mutual 
acquaintance; in the deepened apprehension of a 
great common yoeation to illustrate the strength 
and the safe progressiveness of populargovernment;: 
in the brave acceptance of fairly compassed re- 
Fults; the amazing accommodation to new condi- 
tions on the ope side and the bountiful benevo- 
lence and readiness to help on the other, and on 
ajl sides the glad and reverent consciousness that 
a Power greater and wiser than man’s power, has 
had its way with us. Say we must be blindif we 
do not see in such signs as these the evidence of 
grace in the wilderness. 

“I believe,’’ said the preacher, ‘‘that in spite of 
our unspeakable losses, yes. in consequence of 
them, a new deposit of Christian manhood has 
been made in this country.’”’ And he concladed 
by urging pe his hearers the duty of surpassing 
the standards of the past, in their conduct of the 
home, the state, the chureh and their own lives, 
declaring. as another had said, that, ‘‘in order to 
be as good as our fathers, we must be better than 
our fathers.’’ 


At the First Baptist Church. 


Dr. Hawtborne preached at the morning ser- 
vice toa large congregation on ‘Foolish Questions 
in Religion. Text: ‘Lord arethere few that be 
Luke, 15th chapter and 2th verse. 

Christ, taid the doctor, encouraged his followers 
to come to bim with their difficulties. To remove 
errors he geperally gave direct answers to their 
questions, but in reply to questions of idle curios. 
itv he always rebuked them gently, and yet ge 
verely. He gave no direct answer to the question 
in the text, but said ‘‘sirive to enter in at the 
straight gate,’’ ete. Now, what lessons are here 
taught? Thatthere are many difficulties in reii- 

ion for which we are not responsible, and it is 
olly for us tomeddle with them. It only impairs 
our ability for real work. Weshouid follow and 
imitate Christ, for in this our safety depends. 

Men sometimes refuse to become Christians be- 
cau‘e perchence they cannot understand theorigin 
ofe.il. Evil wasin the worid thousands of years 
before one word of the Bible was written. 
ion dcés not pre pose to explain; God's secrets. 
doce not} Toye to Giscuss the causes but to re- 
moveithem. To know thecause of a raging fire 
wiil pot expedile one escape from the Durning 
builcipge. Another foolish querry is this: Why 
does Gcd materially prosper alike the wicked and 
the good. Wicked men boast that thev are cia’ ia 
fine rainment and feast every day while God's ser- 
vants struggie with poverty. We cannot uuravel 
the mysteries of God’s disciplinary government, 
nor will We be able to answersuch questions this 
‘side of eternity. We know that God allows 
a*js't man’s greed of property to 
work out his own damnation and 
that more genuine pleasure is often found ia 
the poor man’s cotthan in the millioaaire’s pal- 
ace, Theman who is daily developing a God- 
like character, growing purer in mind and beart, 
and climbing to greater heights in divine inspira- 
tion, is the recipient of God's highest favor, 
though he be covered with rags and fed on 
crumbs. We are clearly taught, and it is enough 
for us to know that Christ came into this world to 
fave tinnere, and that unless we repent we shal! 
fulithort of heaven. There is no mystery in the 
way of personal salvation, The mysteries of Go's 
nian of salvation are not in the Bible, but in ua. 
The question most important to us is how to get 
rid of sin and that God has answered by sending 
His son into the world, The way out of ali your 
spiritura] difficulties is to put your hand into the 
hand of Christ and jet Him lead you.

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GUAYUBIN. 
WHAT A CORRESPONDENT FINDS 
° TO WRITB ABOUT. 


A Description of the Country ard the Mode of Trevel 
~Hebting for 6 Murderer, His Capture and 
Pxrecution—He Rises to His Feet, 

After Being Riddied With Bullets. 

Frem the New York Times. 

Monte Caristi, San Domingo, Juae v3— 
The inapeness of the town has formed a ‘very 
serious obstacle'to the thorough enjoyment of 
wy illustrous friend the colonel ever since he, 
inthe fullness of hie wrath, dropped in upon 
us. He has been accustomed to remark that 
for lack of ‘‘gameness” Monte Christi is a dan- 
dy, and that were it not for our mutual friend 
Toribio and my attentive Sylvester, to say 
wothing of the mduceménats held ‘ont by 
myself, the town would, tinder all. cireum- 
stances, be an awfully dull place in ' which to 
while away the indulgent hoursof a summer 
vacation. This sort of unjust ‘ recrimination 
(for lalwaye uphold the ‘reputation of ‘the 
place) rather got Sylvester roiled, and he sug- 
gested to the colonelone day that it might 
prove a very able scheme for him to get ‘his 
balloon and hunt for other settlements where 
he might ihduige bis faney for amusement, 
The colonel and the boy came near “quarrel- 
ing, but a reminder on the part of the vicious 
Sylvester of the coionei’s recent ride from 
Salvador rather brought.the famous warrior 
to terms, and, just now at least, they are very 
good friends, 

Butif Monte Christi can’t hold up .its own 
«nd inan exciting way Guayubin, -a little 
town about fifty miles from here, can, and I 
am going to prove if ina way which will sat- 
isfy the most exacting. The colonel, from the 
fact that be witmessed the incident I am go- 
ing to relate, perfectiy agrees with me. 

i mentioned in my last letter from this in- 
teresting winter resort that. 1 induced .the 
colonel to postpone the date of his departure 
by offering to take hint up to Dajabon toseea 
gentieman pyrotechnically relieved of the 
purden of life, and last Saturday we set out 
upon our little expedition. Syl- 
vester very kindly consented to 
accom pany us, ‘and, in an incidental 
kind of a way, hecarried with him on the 
noble burro which he rode with so much 
natural grace asmall demijohn of that cold 
mixture which proved itselfso very valuable 
to the colonel after our alligator hunt some 
time ago, and several other little adjuncts cal- 
culated to relieve the nionotony of thejourney. 
After the invariable custom of the country, 
toward ‘the dropping into histor- 
ical posterity of which the colonel so ably 
assists, we cantered out of Monte Christi very 
early one morning by the refulgent ligut of 
the moon. Thatawfully useful orbhas been 
of invaluble assistance to the cdlouwel and 
myself—especially myself—in lighting up our 
marauding excursions, and apparently is in a 
perpetua] state of “shine” for ‘our especial 
benefit. The dreary climb up ever our garri- 
soned hill was successfully accomplished, and 
then the only interruptions to our enjoyment 
of the ride were occasioned by an ali absorbing 
idea on the colonel’s part that he was in immi- 
nent danger of catching that perennial cold. 
After passing Salvador, where the colonel in- 
sisted upon stopping to pay his respects to To- 
ribia and Toribio’s pretty little daughter, Miss 
Gracita, we struck intothe level, beautiful 
camino real, which leads to Guayubin and pur- 
sued the excessively pleasant tenor of our way 
untal wegot to that part of the read -where it 
is paturally madenecessary forthe traveler 
to cross, the Yacqgui in order to pursue his 
The nuopleasant news 
conveyed to us here was 
that the river was on one of its constitutional 
sprees, and was sowhigh aud the current so 
phenomenally swift that the unique little ferry 
boat, run on wire cables, which ordimarily 
transports animals from one side of the river 
to the other, bad been withdrawn as unsafe. 
The only other means of getting our horses 
across the river was by swimming them, lead- 
ing them ourselves from the canoe propelled 
by the ustamed mative, and, as the colonel 
remarked: “We are not going to let any 
mountainous little rise in the river prevent us 
from getting across.” 

“Remember,” I said, ‘‘colonel you weigh 3 
good deal, and the canoe isn’t the most stable 
thing in the water. Perhaps you had better 
let Sylvester and myself cross first with our 
horses and then you can go over alone.” 

“Oh, stuff,” pleasantly remarked the colonel, 
after baving nerved himself for the struggle 
with his horse. “It’s all right. You never 
could appreciate the holding capacity of one 
of these native canoes anyway. This one will 
hold us all very comfortably.” 

“All right,’”’ 1 said, and Sylvester bent him- 
self to the task of unsaddling our - horses, and 
“uneargoing”’ his own steed, and in transfer- 
ring the loads tothe canoe. When all was 
ready, the colonel straddled the saddle in the 
stern ofthe dugout, and graspingthe long 
halter rope firmly in his right hand, invited 
us to getin. Syivester and I followed his ex- 
ample, and when we had wound the ropes at- 
tached to our herses around our right arms, 
the colonel gave the word to shove off,. and 


the native, with the aid of his long pele, did | 


so. There was a great snorting aad blowiag of 
waterasthe animals plunged inte the water, 
following in our wake, and by the 
time we had gotten in the middle of the 
stream, the colonel’s horse showed a marked 
inclimatien to climb into the canoe, He conld 
swim censiderably faster than our nativecould 
ole, and by his go-aheaditiveness hesomehow 
or other got himself wonderfully tangled up 
with the two other animals in tow. The col- 
one] “whoad” him, ‘“‘geeed” and “hawd” at 
him, but the horse showed utter disrespect for 
the somewhat vague commands, and got him- 
self tangled-some more; then the poling native 
got demoralized, and imstead of putting his 
pole to its legitimate use, he used itas a handy 
thing with which to pound the colonel’s 
horse over the head. As a perfectly log- 
ical consequence, we drifted:down stream, and 

the more we drifted the more the native and 

the colonel got excited. The colonel swore at 
the native for not poling; and the native, with 
equal vigor, swore at the colonel for not get- 
ting his horse into its proper and relative po- 
sition. The more they swore the leas progress 
did either make in his own respective depart- 

ment, and finally it was only by the energetic 
efiorts of Sylvester, who, aware of the fact that 
a very little way below us was a dangerous fall 

in the river, and that we were rapidly getting 
there, rescued the pole fromthe native, and 
leaving him and the exasperated colonel 
to fight it out among themselves, pro- 
pelled the canoe safely to the opposite 
shore. Butour landing place was so far be- 
low the road that we had to cut our way 
three-quarters of a mile through the thick ua- 
derbrush to get to it, and the colonel imperiled 
the safety of his soul for two hours after by 
the manner in which he alluded te “that lub- 
herly native.” The colomel’s horse had been 
considerably battered about the head by the 
business end of that individual’s pele, andthe 
colonel talked about putting his saddie on the 
nat: ve’s back for the restofthe trip. But he 
beppily :¢membered his own healthy avoirda- 
pois and the native’s lack of it, and stuck to 
bis borse. The rest of our trip was very 
pleasantly accomplished, and the colonel went 
into military raptures about the beautifal 
rolling prairie land through which werode. 
Emerging from the great “Monte Grande,” in 
which we bad been enveloped for two hoars, 
our horses’ feet sank into the soft grass of “La 
Sabsna Grande,” and stretched out before our 
eyes for miles and miles rolled the undulating, 
eattle-doited prairie co aptly called ‘‘The Great 
Plain.” It took jast three hours to rideata 
smart gallop across it—when we started it 
looked abouttwo miles across—and just at 
sundown we rode into the little town of Daja- 
bon, builtupina pretty ar of trees grow- 
ing almost at the edgeof the plain. The colo- 
ne! said he was awfully glad to get there, and 
the manner in which he laboriously got off his 
horse, assisted by the ever ready Sylvester, in- 
duced me to believe that he was adhering 
strictly to the truth when he said it. Bat 
hardly had we given ourselves over to the en- 
joyment of having arrived when we were 
stunned with intelligence that the short-lived.

he extended tous the neck of 
and asked us to help ourselves, 

"The gentieman rwhose reception we had 
come such a long way to attend was not to be 
shot until 4 o’clock that afternoon, and, ac- 
cepting the governor's offer of a couple of 


shaded hammocks, the ‘colonel: and I went to 


sleep, and’ Sylvester followed our agreeable 


exataple. 

It might be well to say just here what the 
short time before, 
Senor Blance, a man noted for his desperate 
character, had in Dajabon brutally and in a 
most cowardly manner murdered an indifen 
sive person for some fancied slight. — 
murderer ercaped into ‘the 
at El Cupey, but the governor 
commendable promptitude exerted him- 
self with great vigor, and after a search 
of'ten days one of the searching parties sent 
by’ bimran across the fellow in a, part .of the 
swamp inhabited only by alligators; and, tying 
bim up, brought him back. He was tried for 
the murder and sen todeath. San Do- 
mingo. moreadvanced than America, doesn’t 
use the rope to execute its criminals, but shoots 
them, and a partof the public. plaza is set 
apart for that unpleasant ceremony. The 
criminal is led out and, placed with his back 
to a low brick wall built for the purpose of 
stopping bullets, receives his leaden death. 

At theappointed time, Blanco—a magnificent 
specimen of aman, tali, powerful, and with 
all the courage of desperation—was taken 
from his place of confinement in the little 
jail and prepared to be marched out to his fate. 
The heavy ironswhich manacled his wrists 
and ankles were removed, and he was allowed 
to make his last toilet. This he did, tighten- 
ing his collara little, and touching up .the 
set of his wristbands, and then, with as 
firm astepand as unfaitering an air as if 
be had been going to receive the highest 
honor, he stepped into his place between two 
armed soldiers and waited quietly, until with 
; measured steps, the rest of the rifled guard,

‘of him, Obeying the order to “march” with 


‘as much military preeision as those who 
; guarded him, the condemned murderer start- 


edto his death. The march was straight 
through the heart of the town, the streets 
‘crowded with people who were going to see 
i him die, and Blanco glanced at them with a 
palpable sneer disfiguring his handsome 
mouth. His courageous bearing impressed 


‘even those people, accustomed as they are to 


scenes of the kind, and, with wonderful for- 
bearance, they did not throw stones at him or 
even attempt toderidehim, Arrived at the 


' plaza where the governor and his staff, all in 


full uniform, and a crowd of people were wait- 
ing forthem, the guard and their prisoner 
balted. They stood at just the right distance 
from the fatal spot upon which Blanco was to 
stand, and which was already marked by the 
grisly black coffin which was so soon to re- 
ceive its burden. At amovement from the 
captain Blanco stepped firmly forward, and in 
long strides walked up to his position, and 
stopping, turned around and faced his execu- 
tioners. There wasa. pause, broken by the 
clear voice of the murderer asking for per- 
mission togive the word to fire. The re- 
quest was so unusual that the captain was for 
a moment nonplussed, but at a sign from the 
governor he simply bowed his assent, and 
Blanco, apparently satisfied, began calmly to 
take off hiscoat. This being accomplished, he 
slowly opened his shirt front, and, baring his 
protruding breast, braced himself to meet his 
ceath blow. There was a rattle of muskets as 
the file at a sharp command from their officer, 
brought their pieces to “aim”, and there was 
another deadly pause asthe men waited for 
the doomed to give the word to fire. It was 
again broken by Bianco's clear’voice: “Shoot 
atthe breast of a man. Fire!’ The blast 
which rang out from those twenty-five 
deadly weapons was deafening. Through 
the cloud of smoke [ gaw Blanco. 
For a second after the discharge he 
stood perfectly still, mot a quiver dis- 
torting his placid features. His arms hung 
loosely down at his sides, and bis hands were 
tightly clenched. Then, without any bend- 
ing of the knees, he fell forward on his face, 
As he did so his arms—the hands unclinching 
as he fejl—rose slowly above his head and, 
reaching the ground, his fingers buried them- 
selves in the soft, grassy earth. For not more 
than ten seconds did he remain in that posi- 
tion, when, with the last convulsive energy of 
life, and bya movement which no athlete 
could repeat, he sprang straight upon his feet, 
his hands tearing away little bunches of earth 
adhered to grass, as he rose, Glaring at his 
executioners with a look of hatred that shall 
never be effaced from my memory of this 
scone he, with a quick movement, raised his 
two hands and flung with wonderful power 
the dirt straight at the heads of the soldiers 
in frontof him. Before the earthly missiles 
had reached their destination Blanco sank 
a upon and across his coffin and was
